INSTALLATION SWARTHMORE 


The installation the Swarthmore College Chapter the Society 
the Sigma was held Swarthmore the afternoon and evening 
April 27th. The ceremonies were charge the officers the 
national society, President Henry Ward and Secretary Edward 
Ellery. The University Pennsylvania chapter and the Rutgers 
College chapters were represented delegates. 

President Ward emphasized the experimental aspect the estab- 
lishment the Swarthmore Chapter that the Society was granting 
the responsibility resting Swarthmore justify this action which 
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has opened the way the founding chapters other colleges 
success had Swarthmore. then called Secretary Ellery 
read the petition and the subsequent action upon the ex- 
ecutive council and the convention held Boston last December. 

After the initiation into the Society five members the scien- 
tific faculty not already members through other chapters, the Pres- 
ident presented the charter the chapter. was received Dr. 
John Miller behalf the twelve charter members whom 
pledged anew the upholding Swarthmore the ideals Sigma 
Xi. These ideals were very clearly set forth Secretary Ellery 
the charge which delivered the new chapter. pointed out 
that the choice associate members should fall upon undergraduates 
who possess the promise research, thereby encouraging them 
join the company those actively engaged therein, and that the 
election members recognition was made research already ac- 
complished and encouragement was given for further advance. 
called attention the pioneer work done the Society the 
establishment research fellowships. The symposium which 
followed the charge developed these same ideas their bearing the 
problems which confronted the Swarthmore Chapter. 

The Chapter then adopted by-laws which had been drawn 
committee and passed the election its officers. The 
following were chosen unanimously: President, John Miller; 
Vice-President, Spencer Trotter; Secretary, Winthrop Wright; 
Treasurer, Errol Doebler. 

Following the election and installation the officers the chapter 
adjourned the home President and Mrs. Aydelotte the 
college campus where they were entertained tea together with the 
faculty and managers the College and the guests the society. 
the close the tea the company gathered Collection Hall 
where President Ward delivered the first public lecture under the 
auspices the Swarthmore Chapter. prefaced this with 
brief exposition the peculiar status Sigma among the honor 
societies, peculiar that membership was primarily designed 
not honor those who achievement promise seemed excep- 
tionally able research but for encouraging the member elected 
continued progress. Dr. Ward’s lecture was entitled the Trail 
the Alaska and was illustrated with slides secured him 
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The ceremonies the day were concluded with dinner held 
the college dining room which there were present about one 
hundred members and guests. President Aydelotte presented the 
toastmaster, Ex-Governor Wm. Sproul Pennsylvania, 
alumnus Swarthmore. doing took occasion welcome 
the new chapter behalf the administration and set forth 
briefly the aims Swarthmore the encouragement research 
members its faculty. pointed out the importance upon 
the workers the future the experiment now being initiated 
offering honor courses for exceptional students, thus starting them 
upon independent study and encouraging rather than 
originality. 

The first speaker introduced the toastmaster was the 
secretary Sigma Xi, Dean Ellery Union College, who sketched 
pleasantly the ties that bound Union Swarthmore and who brought 
greetings from one the oldest the chapters the youngest. 
Dr. Arthur Day, the Director the Geophysical Laboratory, 
then spoke Approaches Research,” dwelling especially 
upon the development method and attitude rather than upon the 
particular nature the problem hand, drawing upon the expe- 
riences the Geophysical Laboratory for illustrations his meaning. 

Dr. McClung supplemented very effectively the remarks 
President Aydelotte pointing out that the encouragement re- 
search was problem which could met only the 
faculty and managers and that the most important single item was 
that available time.

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MINUTES THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
MEETING 


May 18, 19, 1923 


The spring meeting the executive committee, the first such 
visits chapters, was held Cornell University May and 
1923. Present: President Ward and Professors Pegram, Richtmyer, 
Eigenmann, Jones, Stewart, McClung and Ellery. The first session 
the committee was called order half past two, May 
Rockefeller Hall, President Ward presiding. 

The secretary announced the date the next annual convention 
the society, namely, December 28, 1923, Cincinnati connection 
with the meetings the American Association for the Advancement 
Science.

was moved and carried that the next meeting the executive 
committee should held p.m. Thursday, December 27, 
Cincinnati. 

The secretary presented some questions regarding the expansion 
the fellowship movement inaugurated three years ago. Professors 
McClung and Jones were appointed temporary additions the 
fellowship committee (Professors Richtmyer and Ellery) study 
the situation and report possible policy the next meeting the 
executive committee. 

The secretary reported the results the ballot for the members 
the alumni committee provided for the constitution adopted 
the convention Boston. The following received the practically 
unanimous vote from the alumni who returned ballot the sec- 
retary’s office:

was voted confirm the action the secretary offering 
chapters purchase for them membership keys, and was suggested 
that making announcement the chapters, the section the con- 
stitution relating insignia quoted. 

President Ward brought the question whether associate 
members should included the list charter members new 
chapters. 

was voted that since election the grade associate does not 
itself imply such qualifications are required charter members 
chapter, the name associate cannot virtue his as- 
sociateship alone included the charter membership chapter. 

response inquiry from the Iowa Chapter, the secretary was 
directed state the chapter that the payment associate 
member one dollar the national treasurer connection with his 
initiation fee exempts him from payment one dollar the national 

The committee took recess attend the initiation and annual 
dinner the Cornell Chapter, full report which will appear the 
next issue the Quarterly. the dinner President Ward, Pro- 
fessor McClung and Professor Eigenmann gave addresses. 


The executive committee resumed its session nine 
May 19, President Ward presiding. invitation Professor 
Weld, president, Professor Wright, secretary, and Professor Johann- 
sen, treasurer the Cornell Chapter were present and brought 
various matters which the Cornell Chapter was interested. After 
thorough and free discussion, was voted that the committee ex- 
press its appreciation this opportunity for conference with the offi- 
cers the Cornell Chapter, and that this verbal statement from the 
officers considered request that the committee take under ad- 
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visement the general question the Quarterly the official pub- 
lication the society and make report the next convention. 
The secretary was further directed assemble facts regarding the 
Quarterly and inform the Cornell Chapter. 

President Ward presented petitions for charters from groups 
several institutions. Careful and full consideration was given 
each petition, and definite action postponed later meeting the

general discussion the question the fundamental bases 
which solicit and award fellowships the following points were 
brought out and seemed represent the sense those present: 

Awards should made supplement, but not conflict 
with, the work the fellowship boards the National Research 
Council. 

quite proper that fellowships should awarded primarily 
for accomplishing research rather than for developing and encouraging 
young investigators.

Reconvened 2:00 p.m. President Ward the chair.

Without instructing the committee, the following suggestion was 
made informally: That article prepared President Ward 
and published the Quarterly, and that personal letter sent 
chapter presidents urging the organization discussion this 
article and the specific points the new constitution which have 
bearing the future the national organization.

CONVENTION BADGE. was voted that the question conven- 
tion badges referred the sub-committee conventions (Richt- 
myer and Ellery) with power, with the suggestion that the sub- 
committee confer with Secretary Livingston the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement Science, raising the question 
whether unified badge suitable for the American Association for 
the Advancement Science and the several affiliated organizations, 
could devised. 


QUARTERLY. view representations made officers 
the Cornell Chapter, was voted request Secretary Ellery 
prepare and present the executive committee basis for further 
discussion analysis material which has appeared the Quarterly 
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for several years past, statement total costs publication, past 
and prospective future, and estimate the net present cost the 
publication, taking into account necessary communications with 
chapters.
